Hartack, Continued 


Chapter 37 in The Times of Bill Har- 
tack began with the sixth race May 16 
at Garden State Park. 

It was a lovely day for racing. sunny 
and warm. and Hartack was looking for- 
ward to the mount on Idun_ for the 
seventh race, the Colonial Handicap. 

But in the sixth race he was to ride 
C. M. Kline’s *Vegeo. well played at 27 
to 10. *Vegeo broke last of 8 horses. was 
next-to-last at the top of the stretch. and 
finished fourth. about 4 lengths behind 
the winner. 

As soon as Hartack returned to. the 

jockeys’ quarters. he picked up the house 
phone and called the stewards’ stand. Had 
they seen the start of the sixth. Well. 
blankety-blank. Starter Cecil Phillips cer- 
tainly had goofed that one up: left 
*Vegeo stranded. Now. let's have no more 
of that. blankety-blank. 
* Hartack gave Idun a winning ride. and 
in the next race finished in a dead heat 
for first place. All in all. it wasn't a bad 
day. The sixth race was soon forgotten. 


The stewards. however. had not for- 
gotten. and on Monday morning sent for 
Hartack and reminded him that he had 
used pretty strong language. He apol- 
ogized. Not enough. they said: and set 
the rider down for the balance of the 
meeting. through May 30. 

On Wednesday. Hartack appealed the 
ruling to the New Jersey State Racing 
Commission. and the commissioners took 
the side of the stewards. 

Hartack called in his attorney. and they 
talked of suing Garden State Park. Ac- 
cording to Hartack and Angelo D. Ma- 
landra. even before the boy had had a 
chance to tell his side of the story. stew- 
ard Earl S. Potter had said. “I think we'll 
have to give you some time.” Potter had 
no right. under the principles of juris- 
prudence. to pre-judge the case. 

At week’s end. with the civil suit. still 
in the talking stage. Hartack flew to his 
Miami home. where. if he watched teevee. 
he saw Intentionally. a mount he could 
have had. win the Withers.

Los ANGELES. By a_ technicality in- 
volving a matter of $450 in earnings. Ter- 
rang got into the $100.000-added Califor- 
nian Stakes at Hollywood Park with an 
impost of 115 pounds. while Hillsdale 
drew 123. On the face of it. this seemed 
to be an incongruity. since Terrang had 
won the 1959 Santa Anita Handicap with 
116 pounds. giving 3 pounds to Hillsdale. 

That race. however. was at a mile and 
a quarter: the Californian was at a mile 
and a sixteenth. and the crowd of 53.375.

Hillsdale the 4-5 favorite in the field of 
9. which included representatives from 4 
fcreign countries. 

Racing secretary John Maluvius. who 
sets the conditions for the Californian. 
could not have provided a more thrilling 
race. At the wire. there were 2 noses and 


a neck separating the first 4 horses. 
Hillsdale. giving away from 8 to 16 


pounds. was the courageous winner by a 
nose, with *Amerigo a charging second 
and Ying And Yang a bold third. Terrang 
was fourth, 

In winning his second stakes of the 12- 
day old meeting. Hillsdale was clocked 
in 1:4015. 

Owner C. W. (Big Smitty) Smith and 
trainer Marty Fallon had given jockey 
Tommy Barrow instructions to save Hills- 
dale as much as possible until the last 
quarter and to let him run from. there. 
But from where Barrow was sitting. it 
didn’t work out that way. 

*Ballyrullah and How Now took charge 
at the start and waged a speed duel until 
they left the backstreteh. Hillsdale was in 
third place. some 3 lengths behind. closely 
followed by *Seaneen. 

Leaving the half-mile-pole. *Seaneen 
started to move forward, and it seemed 
to Barrow. the way things were develop- 
ing. that he might be caught in a trap 
behind horses rounding the turn. Rather 
than risk this. Barrow began moving. with 
Hillsdale. sending the long. smooth-riding 
bay colt up on the outside before reaching 
the 3-furlong-pole. 

By the time Hillsdale hit the five-six- 
teenths-pole. mid-way around the far turn 
at Hollywood Park. he was in front by a 
head and ready to shake off the early 
pacemakers. But a threat, and plenty of 
it. was developing in the rear. 

As he skirted the rail into the home- 
stretch, Hillsdale had a lead of about a 
length over a tiring *Seaneen; but *Amer- 
ige was flying on the outside. Ying and 
Yang was charging down the middle. and. 
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from far back. Terrang was beginning to 
close with a rush. 

With a furlong to go. Hillsdale still 
had a length. but he was tiring. With 
each stride. he lost a little ground. He 
had been under a long. hard drive. and 
the weight was beginning to tell. Closing 
in on him were 3 lightly-weighted rivals. 
each full of run after being saved in the 
early part of the race. 

Only Hillsdale’s courage kept him going. 
Ai the sixteenth-pole. his margin was less 
than a neck. but Hillsdale kept reaching 
out for the wire as “Amerigo. Ying And 
Yang. and Terrang pounded closer and 
closer, 

Yards from the wire. Hillsdale seemed 
to weaken even more. and *Amerigo. 
urged on by Willie Shoemaker. made one 
more desperate charge. To most of the 
fans and to many in the press box. it 
looked as though *Amerigo had made it 
in time. But the camera gave it to Hills- 
dale by a nose. 

“T thought at the eighth-pole. we were 
going to lose the race.” Big Smitty said 
later in the press box. “This horse has 
more heart than anything I’ve ever seen. 
Sure. Hillsdale is going to get beaten soon. 
He has to. Weights will beat him from 
Any time you give weight to a 
horse that runs Vertex to a neck, decision 
(*Amerigo) you are going to get beaten. 

“We planned to wait today with Hills- 
dale until the last quarter. but Tommy 
(Barrow) had to go when he did or he 
might have been shut off if *Seaneen had

Fallon hurried back to the barn to 
check on Hillsdale. but next) morning. 
while Big Smitty was flying back home 
to Detroit. Marty was riding on a cloud al] 
his own. 

“Pm so proud to have anything to do 
with such a great horse that I don’t know 
how to express it.” Fallon said. “Tommy 
moved too soon. but he had to go when he 
did. *Seaneen had him in close quarters.

NEW YORK 
Mr. Fitz's Youngsters 


New York. When trainer James Fitz- 
simmons shipped his stable north from 
Florida at the opening of the New York 
season he seemed to have nothing but 
2-year-olds. and after a month or so of 
racing it became clear that it was one 
of the best groups of youngsters the 83- 
year-old trainer ever had. Perhaps the 
best competition had not yet come out. 
but Mr. Fitz’s youngsters were winning 
the races. “That’s what counts, son, not 
how good or bad they are. but how many 
races can they win.” 

Soon after the Fitzsimmons operation 
got its trunks unpacked and filing cab- 
inets set up. son John mimeographed a 
list of the horses. One morning we asked 
Mr. Fitz to rank the 2-year-olds in order 
of preference. The list had 26 2-year-olds. 
half-dozen 3-year-olds. and older 
horses, 

Mr. Fitz put a 1 next to the name Pro- 
gressing. a 2 next to Happy Hunting. and 
a 3 by the name of Direct Way. 

“That's the way the colts look now. but 
you can never tell. 'm not so smart. you 
know.” 

In grading the fillies. he hedged a bit. 
“A good many of them seem fast enough. 
but the ones I like for later on are Quad- 
reme and Sarcastic.” 

Mr. Fitz turned out to be a pretty fair 
handicapper when Progressing. a bay son 
of Bimelech—Stepping Stone. by *Prince- 
quillo. won his first start in the Wheatley 
silks. The colt came back in the Comely. 
first 2-vear-old stakes of the New York 
season. to finish third behind Bally Ache. 
picking up 2 lengths in the short Jamaica 
stretch after a tangled sort of a start. 
He was found to have bucked in one shin. 
but he should be heard from later in the 
year. 

Ogden Phipps’ Happy Hunting. a bay 
son of *Princequillo—*The Squaw II, by 
*Sickle. didn’t do so well, but he must 
have another chance or 2. Happy Hunting 
was ninth in his only start. “Don’t know 
what’s wrong, but he’s better than that.” 

Wheatley’s Direct Way. by Hasty Road 
—kKeynote. by *Mahmoud. could have 
moved up a notch or 2 in the old trainer’s 
estimation. since he is now unbeaten in 
2 starts. “Nice and fast. but also knows 
enough to take care of himself. and im- 
proving all the time.” 
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On the matter of fillies. Mr. Fitz must 
have been playing it cagey. The 2 he 
named have yet to win. but others which 
dismissed as only “fast enough” 
haven't stopped winning. Wheatley’s Bases 
Full. a big bay by *Ambiorix—Striking. 
by War Admiral. showed plenty of early 
speed in winning her maiden race in 
25915 and then skipping off to Garden 
State Park to win the Rancocas Stakes in 
little more than a walk. Wheatley’s Brave 
Pilot. a brown filly by Jet Pilot—Narra- 
tive. by War Relic. trailed Bases Full in 
the Rancocas. but had earned her keep 
with a pair of wins at Jamaica before 
heading across the Hudson. 

Mr. Fitz won maiden with 
Stretch Drive (Bimelech—Long Stretch. 
by Menow) and Warlike (*Nasrullah 
Antagonism. by Eight Thirty). 2 more of 
the other fillies he had dismissed rather 
lightly. then unleashed at Belmont Wheat- 
ley’s trim Irish Jay. by Double Jay-—Irish 
Witch. by Bold Irishman. Her works show- 
ed speed. “But I don’t think [ could have 
sold her for much to anyone around the 
stable who watched the way she went.”

Irish Jay made her first start on May 
18 at Belmont Park. Now that the Wid- 
ener straightaway has been eliminated. the 
5-furlong races start near the 515-furlong- 
pole on the backstretch and finish a_ six- 
teenth of a mile short of the regular fin- 
ish line. The gate is pushed back to give 
the fields (12 is the limit) a run into the 
turn. but the inside post positions retain 
quite an edge. as there is just about a 
furlong to the turn. 

Irish Jay could have started behind the 
gate and won. so easily did she pick up 
her field. Breaking from No. 8, she was 
behind 3 fillies at the turn. but she opened 
up by 6 lengths in nothing flat coming to 
the end of the curve and then widened 
to a 15-length margin in the last three- 
sixtenths of a mile. Her winning margin 
was just as impressive as her time. :58. 
which beat the track mark by four-fifths 
of a second. She was to make her second 
start in the 5-furlong Fashion Stakes on 
May 27. 

Sarcastic. one of Mr. Fitz’s fall specials. 
was second after a tardy start. Like Happy 
Hunting. she has yet to win. But Mr. Fitz. 
who will be 84 in July. must see some- 
thing there. 

The youngsters have managed to earn 
almost $50.000, only $12.000 of which has 
been picked up in stakes. When the big 
money rolls around this figure should 
skyrocket.

*Nasrullah the one 
lifetime record appeared likely to surpass 
that of Bull Lea in the modern history 
of American racing.

ings index of 6.71. In Great Britain and 
Ireland. his runners had earned £292.- 
44414. and. excluding their first year of 
racing. in 1947. they had an earnings in- 
dex of 3.74. His get earned 8.749.200 
franes in France. for an index of 1.84. 

From 1953. when his first American 
crop were yearlings. through 1958 breed- 
ers sold 32 *Nasrullah yearlings at pub- 
lic auction for $1.164.100. for an average

the community's greatest’ asset. it) was 
“imperative that we start now.” the speak- 
er said. He itemized several procedures 
which might retard urban growth in the 
“wrong direction.” 

The Planning Commission. which has 
done no planning toward saving the 
farms. could do a great deal, especially 
by preventing “jumpover development.” 
Industry could) be shifted toward the 
south. The north side could be zoned for 
lots with a minimum size of 5 acres. The 
commission could zone the area for agri- 
culture only. but it would be subjected to 
tremendous pressure when high prices 
were offered for property to be  subdi- 
vided. 

Farmers can ask the legislature to zone 
the area for agriculture. as they did in 
the Santa Clara Valley in California. They 
can incorporate farm land and zone it. as 
in areas near Los Angeles. subject to 
Kentucky law which requires a population 
of at least 125 persons in a square mile. 

The only way to save the farms “for 
certain” was through control of develop- 
ment rights. including rights to subdivide. 
Owners of land could sell such rights to 
the state or they could form an association 
and sell them to it. thus retaining control 
in their own hands. But farmers usually 
resist such plans. preferring to operate 
as individuals. 

However, if no joint action is under- 
taken. “the city will drive the horse farms 
out to other counties. It’s up to you.” 

Professor Dukeminier’s audience. which 
had hung on every word he said. asked no 
questions. and adjourned without con- 
sidering organized action. In every group 
where a horseman insisted that something 
ought to be done was another who said. 
“You can't stop progress.”

It has beeome the custom of clocker= to eateh the 
field going that short first’ quarter. then) piek up 
the race by regulation quarters fiom) the mile-and- 
one-half-pole on te the wire. Mr. biske may also 
obtain some consolation from the Lnowledge that 
the first part oof the race is downhill, CThe late 
Joe Palmer used to say that all) California) tracks 
are downhill). There is slight) deeline as the 
herses leave the gate te the mile-and-one-half-point, 
then there is a rapid drop from there te the en 
trance to the main track. T hope this clears up all 
Mr Fi-kes worries,
